In the Claims : 

Claims 29-51 have been rejoined and examined on the merits herein in view of 
applicant's remarks filed with the election on July 26, 2005. 

In claim 34, line 1 , "first end" has been replaced by -third end-, while on line 2 of 
the claim, "first plurality" has been replaced by -second plurality-. 

Claims 67-75 have been cancelled as being drawn to a non-elected Invention. 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest first and second segments of a ribbed shell of 
revolution of a conic section and a conic section connected to a plurality of reinforcing 
ribs, the section connected to the first and second segments, so as to be foldable to 
form a packing element with at least one drip point therein. The prior art of record also 
fails to disclose or suggest a similarly structured packing element, wherein the 
revolutions of respective conic sections fomn first and second halves of a ribbed shell. 
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each having longitudinally spaced external ribs that are connected together at their 
ends, and wherein the conic section structure fits between the shell halves and is 
spoked, including a plurality of radial ribs connected to a ring.
